Wuereas, The Secretary of State of the State
of Oregon, bas notitied me In writing that pursu-
ant to the provisions of an act entitled *An act
making effective the lnliative and referendum
provisions of 8action 1, artlele IV, of the Constl-
tution of the State of Oregon, and regulating
elections thersunder and rmtlr.l ing penalties lor
violatlons of provicions of this Act,” approved
February 24th, 1905 thers was duly filed in his
office on May 18th, 1905, a referendum petition
contalning 6.312 »lgnatures properly attached
iheretn, and certified in accordance with law or-
derlug thut House Bill Number 370, entitled an
“Actto upproprinte money lor the payment of
the exp of the mal , Tepairs, im-
provements, equipment and current expenses ol
the Insane Asyluam, Penitentiary, Belorm, Desf-
muta and Blind Schools, Universlty, Agricultnr-
al College gnd Normal Schools, and other cur-
